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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 24 June 2003. These drawings are not 
approved. The applicant is required to submit new drawing corrections that are 
complient with the USPTO form 948 rejections of 22 February 2002, and 9 December 
2003 under 37 CFR 1.84. Corrections to the drawings are required. 

2. The drawings are objected to because of drawing errors found under 37 CFR 
1 .84, or 37 CFR 1 .1 52, see the attached USPTO form 948 of 9 December 2003 in 
paper 8. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Response to Amendment 

3. The RCE including the amendment to the application has been entered. The 
applicant has amended claims 1 , 5, and 9 and added new claims 13-18 in the instant 
application. Claims 2-4, 6-8, and 10-12 were cancelled by the applicant. Independent 
claims 1 , 5, and 9 were previously allowed. The drafts person has rejected the 
replacement drawings that were submitted by the applicant on 24 June 2003 in paper 7 
on 9 December 2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 5, 9, and 1 3-1 8 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

The invention in the instant application for a method found in independent claim 
1 , claim 5, and claim 9 for detecting fractures in a fractured zone of the geological earth 
formation with steps of transmitting and receiving a plurality of seismic traces and with 
the steps of using a first and second window and with the steps of generating a first and 
second frequency spectrum associated with the first and second portions and 
corresponding to the first and second windows with the steps of superimposing the first 
spectrum onto the second frequency spectrum, and with the steps of generating and 
defining a high and low frequency with the steps of defining a high and low frequency to 
determine the amplitude values, and with the steps from the plurality of signal 
amplitudes used to define a (t) time attribute by subtracting the ratio of frequencies Fa 
to Fb with the steps to derive and define the defined high frequency less the defined low 
frequency and provide for the plotting of the time attribute on a data map and assign a 
unique color to the time attribute for the fracture zone is not found in the cited art of 
record. 

Claims 13-18 which are dependent on the allowed independent claims 1, 5, and 
9 are allowed at least for the reason cited above. 

It is these image-processing limitations of record in paper 2 on 14 March 2003 
expressed in each of these amended claims and not found, taught or suggested in the 
prior art of record that makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
